Fine charcoal, grit and 
oyster shell should be kept before the 
chickens at all times, and cracked or 
ground bone may be fed where the 
chickens arg kept in small bare yards,

Give the young chicks a good start 


in life by feeding carefully prepared, 
nourishing food. Feeding should begin 
any time after they are thirty-sis; to 
forty-eight hours old, whether they are 
with the hen or in a brooder, and for 
the first month or two they may be 
given food as often as five times a day. 


Baked johnnycake composed of the 


following ^ingredients in the propor- 
tions named is a very good feed for 
young chicks: One dozen infertile 
eggs or one pound of sifted beef scrap 
to ten .pounds of corn meal; add 
enough milk to make a pasty mash, 
and one tablespoonful of baking soda. 
Dry bread crumbs may be mixed with 
hard-boiled eggs, making about one- 
fourth of the mixture eggs, or rolled 
oats may be used in place of the 
bread crumbs. 


Feed Five Times Daily. 


Feed the bread crumbs, rolled oats, 


or johnnycake mixtures five times 
daily for the first week, then gradually 
substitute for one or two feeds of the 
mixture finely cracked grains of one 
part by weight of cracked wheat, six 
parts finely cracked corn, two parts 
pinhead oatmeal or hulled oats, and 
one part kafir corn, to which about 
5 per cent of cracked peas or broken 
rice and 2 per cent of charcoal, millet 
or rape seed may be added. A com- 
mercial chick feed may be substituted 
if desired. The above ration can be 
fed until the chicks are two weeks old, 
when they should be placed on gram 
and a dry or wet mash mixture. 


After the chicks are ten days old a 


good growing mash, composed of two 
parts by weight of bran, two parts 
middlings, two parts cornmeal, 
on«> 


part rolled oats, and 10 per cent sifted 
beef scrap may be placed in a hopper 
and left before them at all times. The 
mash may be fed either wet or dr.\ ; 
If wet, only enough moisture (eitlu-r 
milk or water) should be added to 
make the feed crumbly, but in no 
sense sloppy. 
When this gro\\ins 


mash or mixture is not used a hopper 
containing bran should be accessible 
to the chickens at all times. 


When one has only a few chickens 


it is less trouble to purchase the pre- 
pared chick feeds, but where a con- 
siderable number are reared it

Many chick feeds contain a large quan- 
tity of grit and may contain grains 
of poor quality, so that they should be 
carefully examined and the quality

BUT DON'T STUFF THEM. 


Young chickens shonld be fed 


from three to five times daily, 
depending upon one's experience 
in feeding. 
Undoubtedly chick- 


ens can be gro^n faster by feed- 
ing five times daily than by feed- 
ing three times daily, but It 
should be borne in mind that 
more harm can be done to the 
young chickens by overfeeding 
than by underfeeding, and at no 
time should they be fed more 
than barely to satisfy their ap- 
petites and to keep them exer- 
cising, except at the evening 
or last meal, when they should 
be gnen all they will eat. Young 
chicks that are confined need 
more attention to avoid over- 
feeding than those that have 
free range, as leg weakness IB 
likely to result in those confined.

Heat for Brood Chicks. 


The best temperature at which to 


keep a brooder or hover depends upon 
the position of the thermometer, the 
style of the hover, the age of the 
chickens and the weather conditions. 
Aim to keep the chickens comfortable 
As the operator learns by the actions 
of the chickens the amount of heat i 
they require, he can discard the ther- | 
rnometer if he desires.

POTATOES 


There never has been a time when 


there was such an urgent necessity 
for the production of necessary food 
as the present when the entire World 
is practically on a reduced ration. Of 
all vegetables, there are none so uni- 
versally used in all households as the 
potato. 
' 
, 


"While the situation at present is 


not the brightest for those who have 
not disposed of their J.917 crop," says 
J. Aldus Herr, farm adviser of the 
Pennsylvania Department of Agricul- 
ture, "yet I actually believe the per- 
son who grows good potatoes this 
season will find a better market than 
usual,—owing to the 
present low 


prices, many persons will not plant 
their usual acreage. 
Especially do I 


find this report coming from large 
producing districts. 


"I have just recently been told by 


a potato grower of Maine that good, 
clean potatoes are now selling at ship 
ping stations for $1.00 per barrel of 
eleven pecks, which is much less than 
actual cost of production. This con- 
dition existing will cause many grow- 
ers to reduce their acreage, 
thus 


creating a shortage which naturally 
would mean higher prices at market- 
ing time. 
This theory generally 


holds good; dear seed potatoes at 
planting time,—cheap potatoes in the 
fall; and cheap seed—high price po- 
tatoes. 
The situation looks much 


like this at present. 


"The time to stand by the game is 


when everybody deserts the cause, 
—then is the time you are actually 
needed. I do not believe it is best to 
increase your acreage beyond your 
ability to care for them* but fertilize 
better, plant good seed and plenty of 
it, cultivate more thoroughly, and 
give more attention to the little de- 
tails of growing the crop. 
Nothing 


gives such good results as good in- 
dividual supervision and attention. 
In every potato growing district, es- 
pecially where the crop is grown on a 
commercial basis, there should be a 
good Potato Growers' Association to 
best develop the potato industry. 


"The field for improvement is very 


great,—the selection of best type of 
seed adapted to the soil conditions, 
also varieties most resistant to dis- 
ease and large yield of good market- 
able potatoes per acre. These are a 
few o fthe essentials that are of most 
importance,—better methods of cul- 
tivation and caring 
for the crop. 


Anohtre important factor- oto fre- 
quently neglected is grading and pre- 
paring for market so you can tempt 
the prospective purchaser to pay a 
remunerative price. 
Too frequently 


the farmer has been _spoken of as a 
slacker,—nail this lie by putting re- 
newed energy back of your efforts 
and show the world by actual results 
that the man behind the plow is the j 
actual defender of democracy."

Farmers and poultry keepers are

W. Theo. Wittman, poultry with 


the Pennsylvania State Department of 
Agriculture, says that any farmer or 
poultryman that has a meadow or 
grazing field or any patch of land 
that has a sod that will grow all the 
season young, tender grass, has a 
feed factory at hand that will save 
fifty per cent, of the feed cost of poul- 
try keeping the next six months. This 
applying equally to old and young 
stock; young stock especially. 


Wittman says chickens on grass as 


above cannot be beat in the growth 
they will make in vigor and vitality 
and general good health. 


He says, millions of chickens in 


this Starte are grass starved every 
summer and that no poultryman can 
afford to ignore grass this year. By 
feeding grass he will save grain for 
himself, grain for the country and in- 
crease by a hundred per cent, his 
chances of coming out financially on 
his chickens. 


The grass must be short and young 


and to be so must be moved every 
four or six weeks. 


Chamois Hunting Is Dangerous. 
The chamois in summer go up into 


the high mountains to the perpetual 
snow-line, and feed only on mountain- 
sides with a northern exposure. 
In 


winter they go down to the wooded 
lower reaches of the mountain, and it 
is here that they are hunted. They 
never graze without a sentinel on the 
lookout. 
The most successful way to 


hunt them is for a number of hunters 
to form a closlng-in circle around a 
feeding ground. 
Great danger at- 


tends hunting in such high altitudes, 
but that has given such zest to the 
spor,t that the chamois is now rare 
wherp once it \VfiR

Mr. Lane issued a statement in re- 


ply to an arraignment of the Vare 
leadership made public in Washing- 
ton Tuesday by Senator Penrose. 
"Senator Penrose," said Mr. Lane, 
is quoted in this morning's news- 
papers as saying that he expects to 
vote at the next primary election and 
that he is qualified to receive a Re- 
publican ballot. 
"This statement very obvioasly is 


for the purpose of bolstering up a 
lost cause, for the Senator cannot so 
soon have forgotten his boastful inter 
view of last November, nor can I be- 
lieve that he is ignorant of the law. 
He authorized a statement November 
6 last as he left the polls, 'I voted the 
straight Town Meeting ticket today.' 
His own declaration read him out of 
the Republican party, for the Super- 
ior Court in Supper vs Strauss 39. 
Superior Court, 388 held that a voter 
is only entitled to a party ballot at a 
primary if he voted for the majority 
0 fthe candidates of that party m the 
party column at the last preceding 
election. 
"In conformitv with this opinion 


writtfn by the now president of this 
court, the'Board of Registration Com- 
missioners before the last election, 
and on petition of two citizens, after 
reviewing the act of Assembly and de- 
cisions, issued the following state- 
ment-'It therefore follows that under 
the provisions of the above laws, if 
any elector does not vote for a major- 
ity of the candidates of the Republi- 
can party at this fall election he will 
not be eligible to participate in the 
Republican primaries next year for 
candidates for Congress. State offic- 
ers notwithstanding that such elector 
is now registered as a Republican. 
Tbe same reasoning would apply to 
Democratic electors who did not vote 
for a majority of their candidates at

The hopes of the disciples were 


crushed when Christ announced his 
death on the cross. They were unable 
to see how victory could issue from 
death. 
Jesus took with him Peter, 


James and John, and went into the 
mountain Depart by themselves. Ac- 
cording to Lube, they went there to 
pray (Luke 9:28). While, doubtless, 
he longed for fellowship and sympathy 
as the shadows of the cross were fall- 
ing upon him, his chief desire was to 
get the disciples apart and into a state 
of receptivity, so that he might show 
them the methods of the kingdom. Be- 
fore going into the mountain, he de- 
clared that there were some standing 
in his presence who would not taste of 
death till they had seen the kingdom 
of God come with power (v. 1). That 
their drooping spirits might be revived 
and their confidence restored, he was 
transfigured before them. The disci- 
ples sorely needed such a vision. If 
the faith of the disciples was to be 
kept through the dark hour of the 
cross which was looming large before 
them the light of the eternal must 
beam forth. 
The disciple now, as 


then, needs a glimpse of the glory be- 
yond the cross in order to face the is- 
sues of the hour. 


I. Jesus Christ Glorified 
on 
the 


Mountain (vv. 2, 3). He took his dis- 
ciples "by themselves" and was "trans- 
figured* before them." This shows the 
purpose terminated upon the disciples 
and not upon himself. Christ's rebuke 
of Peter for his unwillingness to hear 
concerning his death apparently for a 
tim« estranged the disciples from him. 
To heal this breech, an unusual trans- 
action was required. His "shining rai- 
ment" was.typical of that glory whirh 
shall be manifest when he comes back 
to the earth. 


II. Peter, James and John Repre- 


sent Israel in the Flesh in Connection 
With the Kingdom (v. 2). Christ is 
peculiarly the King of Israel. Accord- 
ing to Ezekiel 37:21-2T, they are to be j 
the central people in the kingdom. 
This people shall be gathered from 
among the nations, united as one in 
that kingdom in their own country. 


III. Moses and Elias Appeared in 


Glory With Jesus (w. 4-13). These men 
in the gloriified state are typical of the 
state of the saints in glory. 
Moses, 


\\ho was once denied an entrance to 
Palestine, appears now in glory, repre- 
senting the redeemed of the Lord who 
.shall pass through death into the king- 
dom. 
The thousands of the Lord "who 


have fallen asleep, at Christ's coming 
shall be awakened and pass into the 
kingdom through translation. 
Many 


shall be living upon the earth when 
rhe Lord shall come, and they, with- 
out dying, shall be changed and pass 
into the kingdom (1 Cor. 15:50-53; 
1 Thess. 4:14-18). 


1. Peter's foolish proposal (w. §, 6). 
Moses and Elias, who had been a 


long time in glory, would be ill at 
home in a tabernacle on the mountain- 
side. It would have been to Peter's 
credit to have been silent, since he 
know not ^hat to say. 


2. The Divine voice out of the cloud 


(vv. 7, 8). 


He is declared to be the beloved Son 


in whom God is well pleased. When 
one desires to know what pleases God, 
look at his perfect Son. Jesus Christ. 


3. Jesus' charge (vv. 9-13). 
He instructed them that they should 


tell no man concerning the things 
which they had seen until he had risen 
from the dead. 


IV. The Mighty Power of the Divine 


Servant (vv. 14-29). When they de- 
scended from the mountain, they saw 
a great multitude in a state of per- 
plexity. The immediate cause of their 
perplexity was the grievous state of a 
young man who was possessed with a 
demon (v. 18). 
The father of the 


the young man had appealed to the 
disciples to cast the demon out, but 
they were unable. When they brought 
him to Jesus, the foul spirit was re- 
buked (v. 25), and came forth. Thi« 
young man's state is representative of 
the nations who are oppressed by the 
devil. The people were grievously op- 
pressed.

We fell In at eight o'clock, outside 


of our billets, a sort of masquerade 
party. I was disguised as a common 
laborer, had a pick and shovel, and 
•bout one hundred empty sandbags. 
The rest, about two hundred in all, 
were equipped likewise : picks, shovels, j 
sandbags, rifles and ammunition. 
| 


The party moved out in column of 


fours, taking the road leading to the 
trenches. 
Several times we had to 


string out In the ditch to let long col- 
umns of Umbers, artillery and supplies 
get past. . 


The marching, under these condi- 


tions, was necessarily slow. Upon ar- 
rival at the entrance to the communi- 
cation trench. I looked at my Illumi- 
nated wrist watch — It was eleven 
o'clock. 


Before entering this trench, word 


•was passed down the line, "no talking 
or smoking, lead off In single file, cov- 
ering party first." 


This covering party consisted of SO 


men, 
armed with 
rifles, 
bayonets, 


bombs, and two Lewis machine guns. 
They were to protect us and guard 
Ugalnst a surprise attack while dig- 
ging In No Man's Land. 


The 
communication 
trench was 


about half a mile long, a zigzagging 
ditch, eight feet deep and three feet 
wide. 


Now and again, German shrapnel 


•would whistle overhead and burst in 
our vicinity. We would crouch against 
the earthen walls while the shell frag- 
ments "slapped" the ground above us. 


Once Fritz turned loose with a ma- 


ohlne gun, the bullets from which 
•"cracked" through the air and kicked 
up the dirt on the top, scattering sand 
and pebbles, which, hitting our steel 
nelmets, sounded like hailstones. 


Upon arrival in the fire trench an 


officer of the Royal Engineers gave us 
our Instructions and acted as guide. 


We were to dig an advanced trench. 


two hundred yards from the Germans 
{the trenches at this point were six 
hundred yards apart). 


Two winding lanes, five feet wide, 


bad been cut through our barbed wire, 
for the passage of the (lasers. From 
these lines white tape had been laid

on the ground to the point where w« 
were to commence work. This In or- 
der that we would not get lost In the 
darkness. The proposed trench vtaa 
also laid out with tape. 


The covering party went out first. 


After a short wait, two scouts came 
back with Information that the work- 
Ing party was to follow and "carry onr> 
with their work. 


In extended order, two yards apart, 


we noiselessly crept across No Man's 
Land. 
It was nervous work; every 


minute we expected a machine gun to | 
open fire on us. Stray bullets "cracked" 
around us, or a ricochet sang over- 
.head. 


Arriving at the taped diagram of 


the trench, rifles slung around -our 
shoulders, we lost no tune in getting 
to work. We dug as quietly as pos- 
sible but every now und then the noise 
of a pick or shovel striking a stone 
would send the cold shivers down oar 
backs. Under our breaths we heartily 
cursed the offending Tommy. 


At intervals a star shell would go up 


from the German lines and we would 
remain motionless until the glare of Its 
white light died out. 


When the' trench had reached a 


000) to kill or wound a soldier. This 
result was attained by taking the cost 
of the war to date and dividing It by 
the killed and wounded. 


It may sound heartless and inhuman, 


but it is a fact, nevertheless, that from 
a military standpoint it is better for a 
man to be killed than wounded. 


If a man is killed he is buried, and 


the responsibility of the government 
ceases, excepting for the fact that his 
people receive a pension. But if a man 
is wounded it takes three men from 
the firing line, the wounded man and 
two men to carry him to the rear to 
the advanced first-aid post. Here he is 
attended by a doctor, -perhaps assist- 
ed by two R A M. C. men. Then he is 
put into a motor ambulance, manned 
by a crew of two or three. At tho field 


i hospital, where he generally goes un- 


der an anesthetic, either to have his 
wounds cleaned or to be operated on, 
he requires the services of about three 
to five persons. 
From this point an- 


other ambulance ride impresses more 
men in his service, and then at the am- 
bulance train, another corps of doc- 
tors, R. A. M. C. men, Red Cross nurses 
and the train's crew. From the train 
he enters the base .hospital or casualty 
clearing station, where a good-sized 
corps of doctors, nurses, etc., are kept 
busy. Another ambulance Journey Is 
next In order-Mils time to the hospital 
ship. He crosses the channel, arrives 
In Blighty—more ambulances and per- 
haps a ride for five hours on an Eng- 
lish Red Cross train with Its crew of 
Red Cross workers, and at last he 
reaches the hospital. Generally he 
stays from two to six months, or long- 
er, In this hospital. 
From here be IB 


sent to a convalescent home for six 
weeks. 


If by wounds he Is unfitted for fur- 


ther service, he Is discharged, given a 
pension, or committed to a soldiers' 
home for the rest of his life—and still 
the expense piles up. When you real- 
ize that all the ambulances, trains and 
ships, not to mention the man power, 
used In transporting a wounded man, 
could be used for supplies, ammunition 
and re-enforcements for the troops at 
the front, it will not appear strange 
that from a strictly military stand- 
point, a dead man Is sometimes better 
than a live one (if wounded).

Profit From Dust. 


There is a cement plant at River- 


side, Cal., that was formerly the source 
of great annoyance to the owners of 
the orange groves nearby because of 
the clouds of cement dust that settled 
on the orange trees. The dust also 
proved injurious to the employees of 
the plant. Those facts and the result- 
ing lawsuits led the owners to try to 
abate the nuisance by installing an ap- 
paratus called a precipitator, which, 
precipitates the fine dust by electrical 
action before It leaves the exhaust 
stacks. The recovered dust particles 
"were found to contain potash in the 
form of crystallized salts, a product 
that is so scarce and valuable at the 
present time, when no potash can 
reach us from Germany, that the Riv- 
erside company now devotes its entire 
attention to recovering the potash, 
iand treats the cement as a by-product. 
The sales of potash pay the entire op- 
erating cost of the plant and: a reason- 
able profit besides, and the cement, 
now produced at the rate of 5,000 bar- 
rels a day, is so* much clear gain for 
future sales. There is no immediate 
market for so much cement; so most 
of it is stored in bulk. Thus an ap- 
paratus installed to safeguard the 
Health of the workers and to abate a 
nuisance has changed the whole char- 
acter of the industry and become a 
source of unexpected profit.—Youth's 
Companion.
